Toronto, April 19.— Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, bitterly attacked 
Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the 
United States Steel corporation. for 
his attitude toward union iabor in 
an address before the Empire club 
here today. 

“The offices of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor are in Washing- 
ton,” Mr. Gompers said. “I chal- 
lenge for the selection of a com- 
mittee, half to be appointed by him 
and half by myself, to make an in- 
vestigation of both the United States 
Steel corporation and the federa- 
tion.” 

Pleading for trade union organi- 
zations as necessary to establish any 
degree of “mutuality of contract be- 
tween employers and workers.” Mr. 
Gompers declared: “The same free- 
dom of collective agreement and of 
free representation must be given the 
workers as is accorded corpora- 
tions.” Collective bargaining is the 
only way a laborer can protect him- 
self, he added.

By Civil Service 


City Chemist’s Office in 
Doubt—Planning Board 
Falls Under Ban. 


Application of the civil service 
rule to all municipal department 
heads not elected by the pevupie 
will bring at least twenty offi- 
cials of the city gowernment un- 
der its regulations. No council- 
manic papers were presented to 
the mayor for his signature Tues- 
day and he gave out no irtima- 
tion of what action he will take 
regarding civil service or abolition 
of the charter boards. 

There was considerable discus- 
sion at city hall among counvil 
members, who raised among them- 
selves the question: “How many 
offices are properly classed as de- 
partments, and how many officials 
are department heads?” The city 
attOrney was sought for an opin- 
ion. He wasn’t sure and could 
not give a definite answer oft- 
hand. He said it appears some 
branches are “on shadow liner” 
between a department and merely 
an office within a department. He 
was not certain whether the of- 
fice of city chemist, which is un- 
der the general supervision of the 
city health officer, would fall in 
the list of departments. He was 
of the opinion that the office of 
inspector of weights and measures 
would not. 

City Chemist in Doubt. 

The city chemist maintains sep- 
arate offices in the department of 
health and employs an assistant. 
Inquiry developed the fact later that 
council appropriations are mada to 
the department of health and ap- 
portioned through this channel to 
the office of chemist. 

Another interesting development 
Tuesday was the city attorney’s 
statement that the city planning 
commission will fall with the other 
boards if the legislature enacts the 
amendment requested by city coun- 
cil abolishing all chartered boards,

Rigid Restriction of Immi- 
gration Recommended 
By Hughes. 


Washington, April 19.—Rigid re- 
Striction of immigration was rec- 
ommended today by Secretary 
Hughes in official documents trans- 
mitted to congress. They were in- 
terpreted by the house and senate 
leaders as reflecting increased need 
for the immediate passage of the 
immigration bill reported today by 
the house committee, limiting ad- 
mission of aliens for fourteen 
months, beginning next May 10, to 
3 per cent of each nationality resi- 
dent in,the United States in 1910. 
Debate ih the house wil] begin to- 
morrow under special rule. 

“The director general of police of 
Rumania,” the report said, “has is- 
Sued an order excusing all Jews 
from military service and permit- 
ting their discharge from the army 
if they desire to emigrate to Amer- 
ica.” 

In Rumania 1,500 persons were 
awaiting examination for permission 
to come to the United States, it was 
said, while “tremendous pressure” 
for passage was reported by offi- 
cials in Poland, where 35,000 await- 
ed third-class accommodations. 

Lithuanians and Letts leaving the 
Balkan states, Mr. Hughes said, were 
largely people from the slums, the 
vast. majority of them “Jews of an 
undesirable type.” 

The report said 5,000 Armenians 
and 20.000 Syrians were awaiting 
passage from Bagdad and that, de- 
spite difficulties of emigration from 
Germany, the number desiring to 
come from that country had doubled 


in the last year.

GAME HE RAIDED 


Dice, Money and Players 
There, But Detectives 
Said Evidence Was Ine 
sufficient. 


$200 SEIZED IN RAID __ 
RETURNED NEXT DAY. 


Black Seeks to Show 
Everybody That Want- 
ed to Knew of Gambling 
Except the Detectives. , 


Everybody in Atlanta knew of 
the gambling houses operated by 
Floyd Woodward at the Sans Souct’ 
hotel and at 49% Central avenue— 
that is everybody who wanted to 
know, did. Even the police were 
cognizant of the existence of the 
places, but the detective skill was 
not commensurate with obtaining 
evidence against the resorts, or 
the detective energy was insuffic- 
ient therefore, or the detectives 
were disinclined from other mo- 
tives to interfering with Mr. Wood- 
ward, so the dice rolled merrily on... 

This was the sum and substance 
of the things Eugene R. Black, 
counsel for the citizens’ committee, 
sought to at Tuesday after- 
noon’s session of council ine 
vestigation of the police and de- 
tective departments. To do so he 
put up a succession of witnesses. 

Admitted Gambling. 

Among them were men who free- 
ly admitted having gambled at 
the Woodward resorts, a neighbor 
who moved away from too close 
proximity to the Woodward activi- 
ties “to get better surroundings,” 
police officers, some of whom said 
they couldn’t get evidence enough 
to convict and one of whom was 
positive that he did have evidence 
enough to convict. 

This one officer was Patrolman 
Il. E. Shumate, who raided the Cen- 
tral avenue resort on his own hook. 
He said that he caught the dicemen 
actually throwing the cubes. The 
detectives who were with him were 
positive that no one was seen 
Shooting. They were also extreme- 
ly dubious as to whether it was 
possivle to obtain a conviction on 
a charge of gambling when the 
only evidence that was to be had 
against the men arrested were that 
they were gathered around a table 
on which there were dice and a 
six-eight-and-the-field layout, and 
more than $200 in silver money. 

Disorderly Conduct, 

They were dubious that they 
booked only charges of disorderly 
conduct against the men captured 
after Shumate had withdrawn from 
the case and all the gamblers es- 
caped by putting up $26 collateral, 
while the.boss gamblers had their 
money seized in the raid turned 
back over to their attorney the 
next day.

Bunco Men Patronized 

Prominent Tailors. 


W. F. Manry, of Mahoney & Man- 
ry, Peachtree street tailors, identi- 
fied ledger sheets showing that the 
bunco gang had clothes made for 
them for a period covering from 
early in 1919 to December, of 1920. 
Mr. Black’s inquiry was aimed to 
show that during part of this period 
the bunco men were under indict- 
ment, but were able to go about At- 
lanta’s prominent Streets boldly 
without any interference by the 
police. 

Among his patrons were Floyd 
Woodward, Clyde Smith, Jack-Knife 
O’Brien, Swifty Kline, Ed Ellis, Mark 
Tillery, D. J. McCabe and E. R. Hol- 
combe. 

Mr. Jones: “Did you 
of these men personally. 

Witness: ‘I knew them all.” 

Mr. Jones: “Did they call for 
their clothes, or were they de- 
livered?” 

Witness: “They all called except 
in the case of one order of three 
suits for Clyde Smith, for which he 
paid $165 each. They were deliv- 
ered at his home.” 

Mr. Jones: “Was it possible for 
these men to order suits by previous 
measurements?” 

Witness: “It was possible, but it 
was customary for the men order- 
My recollec- 
tion is that all of these men came 
to my place for their clothes.” 

Mr. Jones: * “Did they pay 
for these clothes?’” 

Witness: “Most assuredly.” 

Mr. Jones then asked the witness 
if he had had previous experience 
with the Atlanta police. Mr. Manry 
testified that his place was robbed 
twoandahalf years ago, and that 
the Atlanta detectives had succeeded 
in capturing the thieves where 
sleuths of the burglary insurance 
company had failed. 

Mr. Manry also testified that his 
pressing boys, who were addicted to 
crap-shooting, were frequently raid- 
ed by detectives :

Gresham Didn’t Know of

The defense then sprung a mild 
surprise by presenting the oil- 
cloth cover—the dice chart—said to 
have been used on the gaming 
table.

Charlie Perry then took the 
stand and testified that he had 
been to the gambling place at 49% 
Central avenue at least fifteen 
times. He said there was no trou-

erators of the place. 

On cross-examination by Mr. 
Jones, the witness said he gambled 
to a great extent and that he is 
not under indictment.

Mr. Jones: “If you told the grand 
jury, why aren’t you indicted?” 

Witness: “Because it was under- 


stood that I wouldn't be.” 

Mr. Jones: “Who gave you this 
assurance?’ 

Witness: “Mr. Boykin.” 

Mr. Black asked the witness if 
he had gambled at the place on 
Cone street and received “yes” fora 
reply. 

Mr. Jones asked if he had gam- 
bled at ‘Shot” Marks’ place, on 


Houston place, and also received an 
affirmative answer. The witness 
said he had never been caught in 


a raid. 

Mr. Black offered in evidence 
John Y. Smith’s receipt to the po- 
lice department for $223.95 taken in 
the raid on Central avenue. The 
attorney called O. W. Gilbert, man- 
ager of Al Martin’s Pryor street 
cafe, to the stand.

It appeared from Mr. Black’s 
presentation that the check for $500 
had been left with the game op- 
erators by a young man named 
Barker. 


Represented Barker 


To Recover Money. 

C. H. Calhoun, a practicing law- 
yer, testified that he represented 
Barker in endeavoring to recover 
the money for the check, which 
had been senzed in the raid on the 
Central avenue place. 

Barker had telephoned him 
he had given in the check 
cashed Defore the raid but 
never received the money. He 
advised Barker to telegraph 
bank not to cash the check 
Barker had done so. The next 
Barker reported that he had 
been threatened and left town im- 
mediately. Later he was informed 
by Barker and Attorney Batchelor, 
of Nashville, that Owen Gilbert had 
entered suit for the amount of 
the check and was asked to arrange 
a settlement. He took the matter 
up in a telephone conversation with 
McBride and arranged to get the 
check back for $250. 

Mr. Black: “Who was the money 


paid to?’ 
Witness: “Mr. John Y. Smith.” 
He then identified the signature 
of Gilbert as having been on the 
check at the time it was turned 
over to him by Attorney Smith. 


itfornsby Testifies 
On Bond Reduction. 


Detective Hornsby, another par- 
ticipant in the ftar-famed Central 
avenue raid, was called and testi- 
fied as to details of entrance into 
the place and the assessment of 
bonds after the captives reached the 
police station. He testified as to 
the reduction of the bonds. 

When Mr. Jones’ cross-examina- 
tlon brougnt out the testimony that 
before the bonds were reduced 
Chief Poole had been told by Horns- 
by that he did, not believe ne could 
Sustain a state caSe against -the 
men, Chief Poole smiled satisfiedly, 
as he had done upon the introduc 
tion of the dice-chart table cover at 
evidence, 

The witness testified’ that the 
chart was either the one captured 
in the raid or one just like it. 

Detective Hornsby said that it 
was the rule that convictions were 
not secured unless the men charged 
had actually been seen gambling. 

tHe told of a conversation with 
Lieutenant Waggoner regarding in- 
Structions not to “pull a white game 
in. residential sections.” Mr. Clay 
developed that Lieutenant Wag- 
goner was. in this instance, cau- 
tioning the officers against “pull- 
ing’ games when there was not 
Sultficient evidence to convict. 

Sam Holcomb also testified as to 
having visited the place at 4y 1-2 
Central avenue on several! occasions 
to gamble, as well as the place at 
099 1-2 Cone street. He was caught 
in the raid on Central avenue, he 
said, put up his bond and never 
went back. He was never in a 
raid after that one, according to 
his story. 

Mr. Black: “About how long after 
you were pulled did you gamble 
there again?” 

Witness: “About a month.” 

Mr. Jones questioned this witness 
as to his testimony before the grand 
jury, saying that he had never been 
indicted. 


Didn’t Think Crap 
Shooting Indictable. 


“I didn’t think crap-shooting was 
an indictable offense,” said the 
young Man on the stand. 

Jim Norton was the next partici- 
pant in the games to appear and 
Was Questioned along the same lines 
as the previous witnesses who had 
admitted participation in Central 
avenue and Cone street games. 

One time, said Norton, Woodward 
came upstairs and said detectives 
were in the neighborhood, but no 
raid was made that night.

The Ransdell amendments, as put 
before the senate,’ provide for a 
$30,000,000 payment to Colombia for 
the loss of Pandma. instead of 
the $25,000,000 payment contem- 
plated by the treaty: for the loan 
of $25,000,000 to Colombia bv the 
United States: for cession by Co- 
lombia of the Providence, St. An- 
drews and contiguous islands to the 
United States: for construction of no 
canal through Colombian territory 
without the assent of the United 
States, and for formation of an al- 
liance between Colombia and the 
United States. Administration lead- 
erstonight predicted the defeat of 
the Ransdell amendments.

Washington, April 19.—Need of 
adopting a far-sighted policy in the 
development of aviatjon, both for 
commercial and war purposes, is 
emphasized in a report compiled at 
the request of President Harding by 
the advisory committee for aeronau- 
tics and transmitted today to con- 
gress. 

Recommendations which the pres: 
ident said had his approval includ- 
ed retention by the army and navy 
of separate control of their own 
air services; the encouragement of 
the invention of new aircraft, main- 
tenance of a peace-time nucleus of 
trained aviators and modern type 
Planes for a war emergency and 
expansion of the air mail service. 

The report declared that the army 
had no specific authority to estab- 
lish air routes, but had charted 
seven main airways as follows: Au- 
gusta, Maine, to Camp Lewis, Wash.; 
Washington, D. C., to San Francis- 
co: Savannah, Ga., to San Diego, 
C’l.; Augusta, Majne, to Miami, 
Fla.; Camp Lewis,“to San Diego:

The committee also recommended 
that the naval air service be cen- 
tralized in a bureau of aeronautics 
in the navy department.

ROADS 10 DEMAND 
CO-RELATIVE CUTS 


Will Resist Rate Reduc- 
tions.Unless Correspond- 
ing Cuts in Expenses Are 
Provided.

Washington, April 19.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—The rail- 
roads are preparing to resist to the 
iast ditch reduction in passenger 
and freight rates without co-rela- 


tive-reductions in their expense dis- 
bursements. hat announcement 
comes semil-officially today from 
Site Association of Railway Execu- 
tives. 

As congress prepares to go into 
this investigation, it is interesting 
to observe that there is a decided 
fecling of optimism both in the 
ranks of labor and among railroad 
men. The dispdsgition seems to be 
to let natural economic laws take 
their course. ‘ 

There have been some hints that 
the railroads might present an are 
gument favorable to a proposal for 
additional government financial 
support in the event of the present 
investigation and study leading to a 
revision downward of rates of care 
riers. That has been broached only 
as a possible alternative, and there 
is no reason to believe that the 
railroads are seriously contemplat- 
ing such a step, sentiment in con- 
wress against it would be so strong 
as to preclude such a possibility. 


Satisfactory Adjustments, 


While the argument still cuntin- 
ues to be advanced that rallroad 
wages must be reduced as a first 
slep toward economy—a proposition 
which draws an issue as sharply as 
a iabor question was ever drawn in 
this country—some of the trunk line 
“xecutives believe that satisfactory 
adjustments can be made with their 
employees on a basis of more eco- 
nomical working conditions, which 
would relieve the railroads of some 
heavy burdens without reducing the 
per diem rate of pay. 

The extent to which the stagger- 
ing cost of transportation is affect- 
ing the whole economic fabric of 
the United States is shown in a 
striking manner by the fact that the 
total onerating cost of the Ameri- 
can carriers increased $1,406,000,000 
in 1920 over the total operating cost 
in 1919. 

Result of Scramble. 

The result of the whole scramble 
must, before tangible results can be 
attained, be: First, vesting of func- 
tions of the railroad labor board 
with the interstate commerce com- 
mission, and, second, a basis of re- 
duction in rafes, operating expenses 
and living costs that sha) tally, so 
that neither the employer nor the 
employee shall suffer, and the ship- 
per or traveler may be enabled by 
reason of the co-ordinated agree- 
ment, by which deflation shall be 
uniform, to enter into such a pact 
without embarrassment. 

To this.end congress, the execu- 
tive board of the government and 
the roads are now working. 


Board Hears Evidence. 

Chicago, April 19.—The United 
States railroad board waded through 
another avalanche of figures today 
as more than a score of roads con- 
tinued. their plea for revision of 
wage scales. Reduced cost of liv- 
ing and decreases in wages paid 
similar labor in other industries 
have made present railroad wages 
unjustifiable, the carriers contend- 
ed. and several roads predicted re- 
ceiverships and bankruptey if the 
situation was not remedied at once. 

Colored women, Washing windows 
for railway companies, get $120 a 
month in the south, while postal 
employees get but $116 to $125, one 
witness declared, and others cited 
statistics from the west and soyth 
to show lower wages in other indus- 
tries than those paid on the rail- 
road. 

N. C. & St. L. Losing. 


The exhibits generally showed de- 
creases in the cost of food and 
clothing and nearly parallel reces- 
sions in outside waves. Most of the 
roads asked reductions which com- 
pared favorably with the decreases 
in the cost of living or asked per- 
mission to hire labor at the prevall- 
ing market price in their own ter- 
ritory. 

Fitzgerald Hall, for the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis, said his 
road was losing $3,000 a day and 
that the proposed reduced scale 
scale would still be 100 per cent 
higher than that of March, 1920. 
He said his road was doing a nor- 
mal business, but was steadily los- 
ing money and that it was not due 
to the financial depression. 


IMMEDIATE ACTION 
ON TARIFF 1S URGED 


Would Start Wheels of In- 
dustry, Association 
Declares. 


Washington, April 19.—“Immedi- 


ate enactment” of a protective tar- 
iff through a joint resolution by 
congress for the affiliated agricul- 
tural, mining and manufacturing 
industries would “start the wheels 
of industry,” the Southern Tariff 
association declared in a memorial 
adopted today to be presented to 
the house ways and means com- 
mittee tomorrow. Speed is neces- 
sary to meet the “economic emer- 
gency,” the memorial asserts, which 
has caused “widespread devasta- 
tion” over the south by the flood 
of chéap foreign imports. 

Congress was trged in the me- 
morial to impose the specific du- 
ties asked by the industries 
through a joint resolution and to 
“act first and investigate after- 
wards.” Such course, it was set 
forth, would reopen mines and man- 
ufacturing establishments and “turn 
the industrial tide back to nor- 
mal.” The present “industrial in- 
ertia” was declared to be promoting 
social unrest, increasing unemploy- 
ment, throwing children out of 
schools, “paralyzing domestic trade, 
and bringing the industries of that 
section to the verge of ruin.” 

The memorial declared that the 
industries comprising the Southern 
Tariff association represent two- 
thirds of the industries and the peo- 
Ple of the south, which today lies 
“commercially stagnant” and which 
needs “immediate relief.” 

Promise also was made that the 
association would organize the en- 
tire south around the protective 
tariff idea along non-partisan lines. 

Secretary Wallace, addressing the 
association, said the conditions set 
forth in the memorial prevailed in 
all the agricultural districts of the 
country, and declared that agricul- 
turé wag entitled to the same meas- 
ure of protection given other in- 
dustries. He suggested the possi- 
bility of a tariff which could be 
adjusted to meet the cost of pro- 
duction and the building up of a 
self-sustaining nation.

$40,000,000 NEEDED 


T0 SETTLE CLAIMS 


Will Bring Total Govern- 
ment Rail Loss to Two 


Washington, Apri] 19.—An addi- 
tional appropriation of. $400,000,000 
is needed to meet the government's 
losses from operating the railroads. 
Director General of Railroads Da- 
vis has informed Representative 
Good. chairman of the house ways 
and means committee. 

Good estimated this amount will 
bring the total of the governments 
losses to $2.000,000,009. 

The new appropriation, Good un- 
derstood, is largely to pay damage 
Claims for which the railroads or- 
Ginarilty would have been responsi- 
ble. In addition. the railroad ad- 
ministration is entvaged in settling 
a claim of the railroads for cenre- 
ciation during sxovernment opera- 
tion.

SEEK AMENDMENT 
TD RESERVE BILL 


Atlanta Bank Organiza- 
tion Starts Campaign 

~» Among Congressmen for

Washington, April 19.—(By Con- 
Stitution Leased Wire.)—The Na- 
tional and State Bankers’ Protec- 
tive association, with headquarters 
in Atlanta, has begun an active 
cempaign among congressmen, 
“seeking to amend the federal re- 
serve bank act in the much dis- 
cussed matter of par clearance. 
This issue which originally sprung 
into national prominence from 
Georgia, is now pending pefore 
the supreme court, and while bills 
were introduced in the sixty-sixth 
congress, by Congressmen Brand, 
of Georgia, and Steagall, of Ala- 
/hama, to amend the act repealing 
: that “no 

such clearance charges shall be 
made against the federal reserve 
neither of these bills be- 
came a law, hence the fight in the 
courts. 

The effort before the present 
congress will be to so clarify the 
federal reserve act that it can not 
in any way interfere with the pow- 
ers of the states to regulate their 
own banks. 

Aim of Board. 

The federal reserve board is un- 
dertaking to establish in this 
country what they term “universal 
par clearance.” They claim the 
federal reserve act and amend- 
ments make this action compulsory 


on the board and acquiescence 
therein obligatory on members of 
the federal reserve system and 
those state banks that come in by 
agreement. As the law, under such 
construction, puts the burden of 
remitting at par for their own 
checks on banks that are members 
of the federal reserve system, the 
board has felt it necessary to so 
construe the act as to- require 
said hoard to force non-member 
banks to do likewise regardless of 
their wishes in the matter. 

While thousands of non-member 
banks throughout the country 
have acquiesced in this position, 
most of them unwillingly, there 
are thousands of banks that re- 
fuse to so acquiesce and bitterly 
resent and stoutly resist the con- 
clusions of the board and the 
methods employed by its agents 
to force agreements in accordance 
therewith. 

This'new organization of banks 
has come into existence having 
several thousand members in prac- 
tically every state with the ex- 
press purpose of protecting what 
they consider their charter rights

outside world to maintain a money 
system in such relation to gold that 
exchanges will be possible. There- 
fore, as to the domestic problem, 
we must extend through our finan- 
cial instrumentalities every encour- 
agement to the producer. The farm- 
er must be assured, right now, that 
in his effort to buy fertilizers and 
seed and implements and labor for 
the next crop, he will be given the 
fullest support, the broadest credit 
that can possibly be extended 
through the banks, and that the 
federal government and its banking 
structure will stand squarely back 
of individual banks that wisely and 
in moderation extend neccessary 
credits for these purposes. 

“Credit as a basis of production 
there must be; credit as an Iincen- 
tive and means to mere unproduc- 
tive speculation there must not be. 
I can .say to you bankers and to 
the great agricultural community 


behind you that this is and will be 
the policy of those responsible for 
the supervision of national banks.” 

Cetton Industry. 

Turning to the cotton 
Mr. Crissinger declared 
American industry so - thoroughly 
deserved assistance at a time of 
temporary stress. Authorities guid- 
ing the broader financial policies 
of the country, he said, are deter- 
mined to exert whatever power and 
influence may be necessary to 
bring the industry back to a basis 
of assured prosperity. 

“I do not want to be understood,” 
he continued, “as suggesting that 
the government can be relied upon 
to do the things that private en- 
terprises, thrift and effort must do, 
but 1 am willing that you should 
very definitely undérstand me to 
mean that every possible support 
and encouragement, consistent with 
sanity and soundness, based on the 
consolidated credit and authority 
of American business and American 
government, will be held out in this 
time’ of trial and stress.” 


To Encourage Efforts. 


Efforts set on foot to enable for- 
eign buyers to continue taking 
American cotton, Mr. Crissinger 
said, would receive every feasible 
and safe encouragement. Condi- 
tions abroad are improving and the 
outlook for increasing trade with 
the United States is decidedly hope- 
ful, he added, 

“At this point,” he  coneluded, 
“again I give assurance that. the 
utmost support will be given by the 
government's financial auéthorities 
to every effort at extension of cred- 
its by which foreign trade may be 
developed. The task must be han- 
dled hereafter through the processes 
of commercial transaction; of those 
transactions which represent the 
unceasing flow of supplies and the 
constant, if at times postponed, 
liquidation of accounts. Of govern- 
ment credit and money we have 
given all that can safely be: per- 
mitted.”

Tentative Duties Provide for 
Protection for All Fir 
and Spruce.

Constitution Bureau, 
Washington, April 19.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—In a fight 
over the lumber schedule, the per- 
manent tariff bill became a certain- 
ty today fhen it was learned that 


duties have been imposed tentative- 
ly by a subcommittee of the house 
and ways and means committee 
upon practically all finished lum- 
ber, only certain kinds of rough 
lumber remaining in the free list. 

The duties, as tentatively agreed 
upon, provide for protection on all 
kind of fir and spruce, both rough 
and finished lumber. This is de- 
signed to furnish protection to the 
west coast lumbermen, who fear im- 
portations from British Columbia. 

The general impression has been 
that pine and other kinds of lumber, 
both rough and finished, would be 
allowed to come in free, inasmuch 
as no claim of, any need of protec- 
tion has been advanced by the man- 
ufacturers. That lumber should re- 
main on the free list has’ been 
strongly urged by the National Re- 
tail Lumber Dealers’ association, as 
ameans of encouraging housing 
construction and also in order to 
conserve the forests of the United 
States. 

Advocates of free lumber set up a 
howl when it was discovered that 
the tentative rates contemplate that 
while rough lumber, except fire and 
spruce, shall be free of duty, lumber 
finished on two sides would bear a 
duty of 50 centsper 1,000 feet, and 
lumber finished on more than two 
sides, $l per 1,000 feet. The rates on 
fire and spruce are $1.50 per 1,000 
feet on rough lumber, $2 per 1,000 
feet of lumber finished ontwo sides, 
and $2.50 on lumber finished on 
more than two sides. 

It is declared that comparatively 
little rough lumber comes in from 
Canada, hence the impression of a 
duty on finished pine and other va-

‘the frost having arrived, per 
schedule, and having disappeared, 
per custom, the elemeutS seem Satis- 
tied to settle themselves for several 
fine, clear days, says Mr. von Herr- 
ann. ‘The temperature will con- 
tinue torise, justas itdid ‘luesday, 
in corroboration of the forecasters 
claims. 

The whole United States will see 
the total] eclipse of the moon April 
21-22, which is the Qumerical way of 
Saying next Thursday-tlriday. Ac- 
cording to one rather technical au- 
thority, here is what Atlanta may 
eXPect: 

“The total lunar eclipse of April 
21-22 will be visinle thréughout the 
United States. ‘the moon is north 
of the center of the earth's shadow, 
but, neverthelgss, near enough to it 
to becume completely immersed. 
Ati1l:s7 p.m. ontne Zist, the moon 
tirst touches the penumbra, but it 
will not be till well atter midnight 
that the darkening becomes con- 
spicuous. At 1:03 a. m. the edge of 
the true shadow is reached, and 
more and more of the moon will be 
hidden until, at 2:28, it is complete- 
ly obscured except for the faint red- 
dish light refracted through the 
earth's atmosphere. Totality lasts 
only 42 minutes, and the moon is 
entirely clear of theshadow at 4:26, 
though ti does not leave the penum- 
bra until 5:22. The bright’ star 
Spica will be within 10 degrees of 
the eclipsed moon, making a very 
pretty spectacle for anyone who gets 
to see it.”

stitutions and the establishment of 
tWo separate commissions to dis- 
charge the functions of the board. 

This sweeping proposal of the 
Bovernor-elect, if adopted by the 
legislature, would mean the abo!l- 
ishing of the trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, Tech, G. N. lL. C.., 
all the agricultural colleges and 
other state institutions. In addition 
to these, there are numbers of oth- 
er boards connected with the state 
Sovernmenf, among which are those 
of the department of agriculture, 
industrial commission and council 
of national defense. 

“My views are in line with the 
most progressive thought in con- 
nection with higher education and 
in keeping with the proven experi- 
ence of many states,” Mr. Hardwick 
explained Tuesday morning. “It 
seems to me that a board of re- 
gents for higher education, truly 
representative of the state, should 
be in a better position to direct the 
higher educational institutions than 
a score or more of boards, each in- 
terested only in a single institu- 
tion. 

“Moreover, and equally as impor- 
tant, a single board will, in my 
judgment, be able to effect econo- 
mies in administration, and be baet- 
ter able to inform the governor and 
the legislature as to the needs and 
requirements of the several institu- 
tions. 

“There has been, as every one 
familiar with the facts understands, 
more or less conflict between the 
several boards and commissions. 
There have been jealousies and mis- 
understandings, which have not 
helped the institutions. The lack 
of co-ordination has been conspicu- 
ous.

In discussing the financial con- 
dition of the treasury Tuesday 
night, H. J. Fullbright, state tax 
commissioner, Stated that he be- 
lieved that the passage of ‘an in- 
come tax law will provide the only 
solution to the problem. He called 
attention to the report of the treas- 
urer of Wisconsin in which it is 
shown that the State will have a 
valance of $11,000,000 on July 
0 tog This state has a modern 

system, 
won — m, including an income 

“The treasurer of the state of 
Wisconsin,” said Mr. Fullbright, “‘is 
iuoted in a recent Publication to the 
‘ffect that there will be on July 1 
(921, to the credit of the general 
funds at least $11,000,000. Credit for 
this excellent financial condition is 
given to the modern tax system of 
the state. 

“Compaged with Georgia, Wis- 
consin is smaller in area and has 
less population. There are 56,066 
square miles in Wisconsin and 59,- 
265 in Georgia. According to the 
1920 census, Wisconsin has 2,631,839 
people, while this state has 2,894,584. 
it is my opinion that the best means 
of relieving the financial stringency 
of our state is by adopting an in- 
come tax law.” 

Tax on Corporations. 

Under the present system, all cor- 
porations in Geergia are taxed on 
the returned value of their property. 
The somptroller general has the 
authority to reject returns of the 
companies if, in his opinion, the 
real value of the property has not 
been returned. 

In such a case, a board of arbitra- 
tion, composed of one member of the 
state railroad commission, who 
represents the state, any person the 
corporation selects, and an umpire 
chosen by the first two arbiters, de- 
cides the value of the property. The 
state is said to have lost most of 


the arbitrations during recent years. 
While no official announcement 


has been made, it is believed that 


an income tax. which would place 
corporation taxation on & gross 
earnings basis and include other 
very important improvements, will 
be recommended to the legislature, 
and that such a measure will be 
introduced. 

It is interesting to note that the 
aggregate value of corporations in 
Georgia, as listed for taxation in 
19290, was $165,393,453, which will 
yield to the state $826,967.99 this 


rear. ; 

Compared with this, the value of 
private property, as listed in the 
digest filed at the capitol, was $1.- 
181,473,058, which will yield $5,- 
907,365 to the state coffers. The 
increase of private property values 
of 1920 over 1913, the year before 
the tax equalization law went into 
effect, was $458,353,044. This was 
an increase of 63 per cent.

Joseph O. Ewing Denies 
Any Relationship With 
John Boykin’s Office 
Since His Election. 


Denying any relationship with 
Solicitor-General Boykin since he 
assumed office, and quoting John Y. 
Smith in explanation of why he sep- 
arated from Mr. Smith’s office last 
March, J. O. Ewing, in a statement 
issued Tuesdgy, defied Detective 
Chief A. Lamar Poole, Detective 
Lieutenant. Robert Waggoner and 
others to publish the names of the 
attorneys of the bunco ring hetween 
1917 and 1919. 


“I still call on Poole, Wagyener 
‘and others to let tha public know 
lhow the bunco men uperatel during 


‘the period from 1917 to i919," said 


Attorney Ewing. “I call on them 


to publish their attorneys’ names 
during these years. [ can answer, 
if they retuse. They Know that the 
mention of the names of any cther

Sugar shares were weak on the announcement that the American, 
Arbuckles and the Warner Refiping company had all cut the price of 
refined sugar a quarter of a cent to 7%c. The high for sugar this 
year was 8%c on March 18, representing a steady recovery from the 
low of 64%, made on February 3. But price cutting has again set in, 
and it looks like the consuming public is going to get some of the 
Sugar that could not be had last year around 20 cents at lower prices 
than those now prevailing. 3 

July wheat made a new low record for the year today, and cotton 

. Was also soft. In sugar, wheat and cotton the story is the same. The 
Supply exceeds the demand. And bankers who are carrying loans 
_ based on these commodities are clamoring for payment. 
~™ Standard Oil of Indiana, the new Standard Oil stovk now being 
traded in on the curb market, was the leader of the oils. That stock 
made a new high record today at 75. The low for the year, 67, and 
the present movement started around 70. 
A shipment of gold from the other side aboard the Cunarder 
Caronia was reported. It was also learned that the $3,333,000 aboard 


the Finland would be delayed because tua. steamer, Owing to an acci- 
dent, had to turn back to Southampton. 

Next month railroads, indwsajrial companies and public utility cor- 
porations must take care of $41,524,000 maturing bonds. There are 
no large maturities, however. Among the railroad bonds falling due 
the biggest issue is one of $5,000,000 6s of the Milwaukee, Lake Shore 
and Western. The New York and Richmond Gas company has §$1,500,- 
000 first 5s falling due, the largest public utility maturing. The indus- 
trial issues are all below $1,000,000. This is fortunate. The general 
feeling here is that every month from now on will make a difference 
in the favor of corporations having maturing bonds and notes to pay off. 

The annual meeting of United States Rubber company share- 
holders was held today, at which Colonel Colt, chairman of the board, 
stated that in his’ belief the worst of the industrial depression was 
over. The tire trade, he said, which, in the blue days of last year, 
some thought would never return, is now back almost to normal. He 
predicted that consumption of tires this year would exceed the high 
record for all time. 

Despite the ¢colonel’s optimism, however, shortly after the meeting 
was held United States Rubber started to decline, losing 5 points from 
the high recently touched when the regular dividend was announced. 

Wall street has already begun to make predictions regarding the 
statement of earnings of the United States Steel corporation for the 
March quarter to be made public immediately after the close of the 
stock exchange next Tuesday. The general feeling is that net will be 
less than $35,000,000. 

For the March, 1920, quarter net was $43,089,000 with January at 
$13,500,000, February at $12,800,000 and March at $15,700,000. The 
December quarter, the last published, which showed a loss of $5.000,- 
000 compared with Sentember, was $43,800,000 witna October at $16,- 
700,000, November at $15,100,000 and December at $12,000,000. With 
the steel plants of thé! company now operating at only 30% of capacity, 
which makes the operating cost high, it is almost certain that the 
monthly tendency of earnings for January, February and March will 
duplicate that for the December quarter. : 

Call money opened at 7% today. But despite the withdrawal of 
$32,800,000 government funds from this market around the middle of 
the day there was a drop to 6%% with 6% touched in the last hour. 
This easing of the money rates, however, was not reflected in the 
exports for only as recently as December showed the Jargest figure 
for that month for any year for all time. Wall street continues to 
wonder what is meant by the statement just published at Washington 
giving our exports for March as $384,000,000 a loss of $105,000,000 
compared with February, $336,000,000 compared with December and 
no less than $435,000,000 with March of last year. Part of this col- 
lapse, of course, is due to the steady shrinkage in selling prices and 
part to the inability of certain countries to finance continued pur- 
chases in our markets. Beyond question, too, the loss in our exports 
reflects improvement in the economic position of certain countries 
which heretofore were forced to buy foodstuffs and raw and finished 
materials here at any prices. 

Today the consensus of opinion in banking circles here was that 
further declines in exports will be shown in the statements from 
coming months accompanied by continued heavy imports of gold. 

From the very first day twenty years ago this month that steel 
common was first traded in on the stock market the affairs of the 
United States Steel corporation have always attracted wide attention 
from the investing and speculative public. Today fugures were pub- 
lished in Wall gtreet reviewing the company’s progress for the last 
twenty years. Close to $1,000,000,000 has been spent during the career 
of the company for improvements and additions. In the matter of 
productive capacity the annual output of ingots has been increased 
from 9,425,000 tons to a possible 22,700,000. 

In twenty years bonded debt has been reduced by $88,000,000 and 
annual interest and preferred dividend requirements which are cumula- 
tive have been cut down by $4,020,000. This reduction in fixed charges 
has been brought about by the use of surplus earnings over and above 
dividend requirements. In twenty years the surplus for dividends has 
amounted to $505 on the preferred stock, to $255 on the common after 
paying the 7% on the preferred and to $165 after payment of the com- 
mon dividends. Working capital has been increased by $457,000,000. 
Certainly the company has fared well in its relations with the buying 


public.

STUCK DEALINGS 


New York, April 19.—Apart from 
oil and petroleum’ shares, which 
were unusually prominent at gross 
gains of 1 to 5 points, today’s ses- 
Sion of the stock exchange was dull 


and frequently reactionary. Buying 
of the oils seemed to emanate main- 
ly from bull pools and similar pro- 
fessional sources, and probably had 
its basis to a considerable extent on 
announcement of further price ad- 
vances for the crude product. 

Contrary conditions doubtless ac- 
counted for the marked heaviness of 
certain other issues, such as sugars. 
These were under intermittent pres- 
Sure as a result of cuts in the raw 
and refined products, coupled with 
adverse dividend rumors. 

Extreme declines or 1 to almost 
5 points accompanied the lethargic 
movements of steels, equipments 
and several of the unclassified spe- 
cialties. Shippings and rails also 
recorded irregular but moderate 
reversals, the latter making no re- 
sponse to the proposed probe of 
transportation conditions by a sen- 
ate committee. 

Money rates showed a slight re- 
laxation, call loans on tne exchange 
easing to 6 per cent in the latter 
part of the session, despite further 
heavy withdrawals from the local 
federal reserve bank. 

The ultimatum of the allied rep- 
arations commission, demanding the 
transfer of Germany’s gold holdings 
to Coblenz and Cologne, probably 
had some bearing on the day's 
movements in foreign exchange. 
Rates on London were comparative- 
ly steady, but remittances to all 
continental points favored this cen- 
ter, including German marks and 
Austrian kronen. 

In the bond market movements 
were of a piece with the uncertain 
tone of stocks. Liberty issues closed 
at mixed gains and losses, rails con- 
tinued to sag, and_ internationals 
lacked definite trend.

The market opened steady at a 
decline of 6 to ¥ points in response 
to easier late cables from Liver- 
pool. Trade advices attribut the 
early steadiness of the English mar- 
ket to a good tone in Manchester 
and a moderate spot demand, but 
said hedge selling was heavier and 
there was also a good deal of south- 
ern selling around the local ring. 
This was fairly well absorbed on 
moderate declines during the ear- 
lier trading as a result of Wall 
street and local buying, but small 
rallies met offerings from one 
source or another, and the market 
became very weak and unsettled 
late in the afternoon on reports of 
freer spot offerings and _liquida- 
tion in the near months. May sold 
off to 11.67 and October to 12.81, 
with active months generally show- 
ing net losses of 30 to 46 points 
Last prices showed rallies of a few 
points from the lowest on covering. 
Business was fairly active at the 
start and again toward the close, 
but quiet during the middle of the 
day, and local brokers said fresh 
buying was restricted by nervous- 
ness over the British coal situation. 
or. uncertainty with reference to 
war reparations. Some of the re- 
ports received from the south point- 
ed to a larger decrease in the acre- 
age than recently talked of, but 
eVidently failed to inspire much buy- 
ing power.

New Orleans, April 19.—The down- 
ward movement in cotton continued 
today under liquidation of both 
spots and contracts, and prices 
reached their lowest on the close 
when the list showed net losses of 
88 to 42 points, with May at 11.33. 
The opening was lower and at no 
stage of the session was any re- 
cuperative power displayed. «The 
few reactions amounted only to a 
few points and were not long main- 
tained. The market was steady at 
the decline because of the cold 
weather over the belt and private 
reports from many interior points 
that damage to young cotton had 
been extensive and that much re- 
planting would be necessary. A 
few points wired in that farmers 
were already appearing at supply 
points for the purpose of securing 
seed for replanting purposes. 

Foreign news, on the whole, made, 
an unfavorable impression. Liver- 
pool was not as good as due and 
some private messages claimed that: 
the recent improvement in Man- 
chester was not being sustained. To 
some extent these accounts were 
offset by the news that one of the 
largest mills in this country had 
fully sold up on some lines of 
goods for fall delivery and had 
withdrawn from the market. 

The forecast of fair and warmer 
weather caused moderate selling 
for a while, but the more favorable 
weather outlook was balanced by 
predictions from some crop observ- 
ers that the weekly crop review 
from the government tomorrow 
would be highly unfavorable.
